THE UNITED STATES and Bri­

grasping, reactionary and tyran­ 
nical. and desirous of obstructing 
and opposing progress and mod- 
erniation in the Arab countries. 
Such charges, constantly reiter­ 
ated and rareiv if ever conua- 
dicted. have b e e n accepted by 
many Arabs as axiomatic and no 
longer open to argumVnt. 
Another grudge borne by the 
m ajority of Arabs against

West results from the common 
conviction that the United States. 
France 
and 
Britain 
were 
t h e 
creators and supporters of Israel. 


MANY IN FACT allege that the 
western powers assisted m t h e 
formation of Israel, not from a 
philanthropic desire to assist per­ 
secuted Jew s, but as part of a 
deliberate plot to weaken and des­ 
troy the Arab renaissance. 
Neither of tnese charges is true. 
The American and British peoples 
do not desire 
to dominate 
the 
Arabs, or to ham per their devel­ 
opment. nor do they seek to use 
Israel as a tool with which to 
weaken them. 
The course to be followed by 
the western powers is therefore 
obv ious. . 
v 


FIRSTLY* IT IS essential for 
the United States and Britain to 
speak everywhere with one voice. 
Secondly, they should realize that 
the problem is largely psychologi­ 
cal and many Arabs believe the 
West to be hostile to Arab na­ 
tionalism. 
Such ideas cannot be eradicated 
by the threat of force, but only 
by 
the 
dissemination 
of 
truer 
ideas and ideals. 
The West m ust make it plain 
that their only object is to foster 
the economic 
relations between 
the Arabs and the West in a m an­ 
ner profitable to both. 


MOREOVER. FAR from oppos­ 
ing Arab nationalism or progress, 
they must show they are ready to 
offer them all the assistance in 
their power. 
Finally, the Arabs must be re­ 
assured that the West will not tol­ 
erate further Israeli expansion 
These 
measures, 
if 
adopted, 
w i l l not effect a n immediate 
transform ation in the situation 
The change will inevitably be 
gradual, but there is no other 
course. 
Only by convincing the Arabs 
of the good intentions of the West 
towards them can the situation be 
perm anently restored.

By Tax Valuation Gains 


For some >ears the assessors in cities 
and counties in California hate by and 
large followed a general policy of ap­ 
praising real property for purposes of 
taxation on a basis of fifty per cent or 
' less of cost of construction or replace­ 
ment. 
While many people are vaguely a­ 
ware of this practice, it is none the less 
doubly enlightening to point it out and 
apply the results to the recent tax val­ 
uation reports assounced for the City of 
Palm Springs and the Unified School 
District. 
Figures released from tax sources 
. show valuation of real property within 
the city limits has risen to a new high 
' approaching $60.000.000. 
Recognizing that tax assessors ap­ 
* praise on the fifty per cent base, it is 
therefore evident that the current value 
of taxable properties in Palm Springs 
approximates a realistic and outstand- 
. lng total of an impressive actual worth 
of $120,000,000. 
The present real value of all propert­ 
ies in the school district, w hich includes 
that within the City boundaries, is even 


more markedly imposing. 
Preliminary tax evaluations for the 
Palm Springs Unified School District 
range upwards of $90,000.000 which 
when compensated for by the tax asses­ 
sment policy of appraising and allowing 
for later additions of utilities, etc., pro­ 
ject a final actual worth in excess of 
$200.000.000. 
In this connection it is gratifying to 
note that the district gain of more than 
$16.000,000 in assessment value, or 532,­ 
000,000 actual value in a single year, is 
of such proportions as to pay for the 
school expansion program now under 
way without an increase in taxes as was 
promised to voters when the issues were 
submitted at the polls. 
As shown by the monthly building 
permits, and as is also easily visible to 
anyone in surveying the area, both Palm 
Springs and environs are experiencing 
a 
general, 
sound 
and 
continuously 
healthy growth in every direction. 
Proof of this is eminently reflected in 
the highly pleasing rise in total property 
valuations which already are well on 
the w av to new records.
